AIRLINE RADIOMEN IN THE 1940’s & BEYOND 
SUBMITTED BY LES HORSTMANN, NODMH, #4565 


| was a Braniff Airways radiotelegraph operator and had other 
duties that were required at some of the stations on the airline 
routes. This is an account of my assignment at the Austin, TX 
airport. The first thing | was told was that if the transmitter blew a 
fuse it was probably the plate bypass condenser on the final 
amplifier. On the 3rd day after | arrived, it did. | changed the 
condenser as we had a spare. The next thing they gave me was a 
100 key that unlocked the aircraft rear baggage compartment and 
the numbers to unlock the safe where we kept the pistol. We had to 
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pack a pistol while working the mail off or on the plane. 

Seldom did we have a passenger, mostly mail. There was no 
control tower so after the flight checked in-range, | gave the altimeter 
and weather. | got the pistol and was ready for the flight. On landing 
| pushed up and connected the battery cart, put pins in the landing 
gear, put blocks in place, then pushed up the steps. 

| got the mail clipboard from the hostess and recorded the 
mail removed on the 2702 form, and entered the mail on, on the 
2715. The flight report from the previous station indicated where the 
mail was located. Ours mostly was in the rear compartment. 

This particular evening | followed all procedures and after 
removing the steps, | gave the Captain the sign to start the engines. 
After engines were started, | pulled the blocks, pulled pins, put them 
in battery cart and gave the five-finger salute giving indication 
everything was clear to taxi. | then made a dash into the office to 
complete the forms. 

Well, the plane did not leave the ramp and finally the Captain 
cut the engines. | ran out and he slid the window back and said, 
“You forgot to give me an official salute”. Believe it, | remember that 
captain's name! 

There's another story about leaving the gear pins in a plane, 
and the plane returned after takeoff. That was not good.

Airline radioman & computer programmer 1940 — 1980’s 


| was in Air Corps Enlisted Reserve as flight radio CW operator 
on C-47 aircraft between Presque Isle ME, Goose Bay, Labrador and 
BW1 Greenland. Here is my story. 


We left Presque Isle with a load to Goose Bay Labrador. On 
arrival at Goose Bay the weather had closed in on Presque Isle and 
we had to wait to return. A short time later they decoded the weather 
as 9000 and 9 miles so we took off. 
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Over the St. Lawrence River, after being challenged by Presque 
Isle they came on and said: ‘Here is the we----- and his signal went 
off. The captain said the range went off also. | think there were 4 
planes in the flight, one plane sat down in a wheat field. | asked the 
CW op on that flight to report on the ground but his Capt. would not 
let him use the ship battery so we were not sure he got down. 


We finally got the Presque Isle tower but our codes had expired 
and couldn't get the weather in the clear. All he could say was to 
head inland to the west for better weather. The main power cable to 
the field had been cut. Someone drove a spike through the cable! 
To make it more interesting, our range receiver and the direction 
finder was now out and our ship compass was off but we did not 
know how much or which way! | tuned in the ranges we needed on 
the communications receiver. It fortunately had the range band. 


Over the St. Lawrence River the captain asked the crew chief to 
dump one cabin tank into the mains but he misunderstood and 
dumped them both. Later when he asked for the other one to be 
dumped into the mains we discovered we were flying with no reserve 
cabin tank fuel. The captain had ordered breaking out parachutes 
when the copilot thought he saw some lights. It was Montreal, but 
where was the airport? 


| set up the communications transmitter on the tower frequency. 
The tower located us by our landing lights. Three of our 4 tanks 
were empty. When they filled the tanks for our return to Presque Isle 
they put in 800 gallons. The fuel tanks hold 201, 201, 210, 210 a 
total of 822. At 95 gallons per hour, it was close. 
R.I.P. Operator sign “MI”

AIRLINE RADIOMAN IN THE 1940’s 


After the war in January of '46 a group of us were sent from 
Heidelberg to set up emergency communications because of floods 
in Germany. The radio hut mounted on the back of a 2 1/2 ton truck 
had a BC610 transmitter, (| think the commercial name was 
Hallicrafters HT4), It had a crystal osc. and a vfo. One day or night 
can't remember which, | tuned down on a Braniff freq (can't 
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remember which one either) and heard operator “FN” (Dick Garrison) 
in JI (Brownsville, TX). So | just sent "FN", got a reply "Y" and then | 
sent "KJ". Dick sent the "dah dah di di dah dah" quickly followed by 
"didididahdidah". 

Many years later when my wife and | got to visit him in Wichita 
KS we talked of the incident. He said shortly after that 
communication he got a visit from the FBI questioning him about it. | 
can't remember what he told them but I'm glad it worked ‘cuz | never 
heard anything for which |am most happy. | could have become an 
instant Private plus many other not so good things.

What Was Incentive Licensing 


Q. Just what was incentive licensing? 


A. That term is so tarnished as to best not say it aloud in ham 
radio conversation. It can evoke painful memories and outrage. Its 
intent resides in Section 97.1 where it states that the rules in Part 97

service having a fundamental purpose as expressed in five 
principles, one of which is: (c) Encouragement and improvement of 
the amateur service through rules which provide for advancing skills 
in both the communication and technical phases of the art. 


Q. What was the uproar all about? 


A. It began innocently enough. Ground was broken in 1949 with a 
FCC Notice of Proposed Rule Making in Docket No. 9259. The 
subsequent 1951 Report and Order adopted rules replacing the 
former Class A, B, C operator arrangement with our current Novice 
to Amateur Extra Class structure. Initially, however, General, 
Conditional, Advanced and Amateur Extra Class operators all had 
full privileges. 


It became of growing concern to our amateur service community, 
however, some dozen years later when petitions were filed calling for 
frequency privileges exclusively to the higher class operators. Their 
underlying premise was that there should be such rewards to 
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licensees in turn for advancing their communication and technical 
skills; from that, the term incentive licensing was coined. 


The ensuing Notice of Proposed Rule Making in Docket No. 
15928 cited statements from a retired Chief Signal Officer of the U.S. 
Army, a bar association librarian of a large city, the president of a 
leading electronics manufacturing company, a college engineering 
instructor, and a state civil defense communications director. They 
all deplored the low level of technical expertise within our amateur 
service. 


Many in our amateur service community consider the 1967 
follow-on Report and Order to be a most unfair and disruptive 
regulatory overkill. It withdrew sub-band segments from the 
privileges of General, Conditional, and Advanced Class operators, 
thereby disrupting long-established HF practices. Only Amateur 
Extra Class operators were spared spectrum access loss. Incentive 
licensing’s infamous reputation resulted from that upsetting meat- 
cleaver transition. Some General, Conditional, and Advanced Class 
operators reacted to regain their lost privileges; they passed the 
written and high-speed telegraphy examinations. Others resigned 
themselves — often irately - to their diminished privilege status. Still 
others simply dropped out. 


In the 1980s, those who had attained Amateur Extra Class were 
called upon to design and assemble our volunteer examiner system. 
Most amateur operators listed on the ULS today became first 
licensed as a result of their efforts. 


Our amateur service community organizers during that tumultuous 
episode had no comprehension of repeaters, satellites, personal 
computers, internet, systems, and the other capabilities that we now 
utilize in our intercommunicating; their know-how was CW/AM station 
vacuum tube, piece part, analogue technology. Many innovating 
newcomers have since joined our amateur service community and 
helped to make it more functional. Although it has undergone 
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numerous - and usually contentious - rulemakings, that which began 
as a telegraphy-driven operator structure has had to reinvent itself - 
awkwardly - into our present no-code artifact.

Q. Is Section 97.1 effective? 


A. For over six decades, there have been no further outcries about 
our ineptness heard from those military, legal, manufacturer, 
academia, and civil defense critics. Either we are now meeting their 
expectations, or no longer matter to them. 


Whether our continued existence is because of - or in spite of 
- Section 97.1 is debatable. The issue, obviously, is no longer one of 
whether or not critics consider our hobby as fulfilling our critics’ 
needs. Increasing the ULS numerical listings, rather, is now our self- 
selected preoccupation. 


Amateur operator license examination administration has 
taken on a life of its own. Building upon the work of our 32,000 
uncompensated volunteer examiners, there has emerged a 


tangential commerce in publishing, distributing, retailing, training, 
writing, and other marketable services.
